She is a vessel 
of 11,300 (ons displacement, and has a 
great depth of hold, ‘The greater part of 
her amplo spice is utilised for workshops 
of various kinds, Steel platforms built 
over tho dou’ jo bottoms afford a foundation 
for the heavy machine shops, ‘Hore is 
situated plant which is capable of turning 
out castings weighing two tons and lathes, 
which will deal with such castings up fo a 
longth of fifteen feet, besides other tools of 
corresponding efficiency. The castings are 
niade in coku furnaces with uleetric blowers, 
while the cupolas are carried through to 
the upper deck. 

On anothor deck are fight machine-shops 
fitted with machinery for dealing with all 
kinds of lighter metal work, ingluding the 
testing of water-tubes for boilers and the 
repair of guns and gun mountings, besides 
tho repair and replacement of every des- 
cription of electrical equipment, Machinery 
of the most madera type is installed for 
drilling, planing, screw cutting, turning, 
&c., all electrically driven, 

Four olectric lifts, squire in section, 
give access from this deck to the lower 
one, on which the heavy machine work 
will be carried out. On-the top deck are 
the enginers’ and carpontefs’ offices and 
workshops for electricians und ar Enourens)

Doublo sets of revolving derricks are 
provided for taking on board and stowing 
the material required, 

Electricity for lighting, ventilating, and 
operating the various machines is generated 
by four 600-ampero dynamos.

RAISING TOBACCO IN CHINA. 


“According to the reports of -Vice-Consul 
Goneral W. B. Hull, at. Hankow, to the 
Dopartment of Commerce and Labour 
Vicoroy Chang Chih-tung established about 
cighteon months ago a tobucco plantation 
ata place between thirty and forty miles 
lwlow Hunkow, with the idea of making 
tests and. experiments in growing and 
proparing incse’ and foreign tobacco 
leaves, ‘The tosults aro described by Mr 
Hull as follows: 

“An Englishman residing in Hankow 
was put.in charge of the werk, and went 
tu Manila, where he secured a Philippine 
tobacco grower to take direct charge of 
the plantation and superintend the oul- 
tivation and preparation. Tobneco seeds 
were also brought from the Philippine 
Islands, ‘with » view of growing and tost- 
ing theit productiveness in Chinese: soil. 
Efforts were also made ‘to. improve the 
Chinese tobacco by. seiontilic cultivation, 

“Tho crop of 1005 praved fairly. satis 
fictory, yood-cignra boing: made’ frei the 
Philippiae tobacco ; but vory little impro- 
voniont was found in the Chinesg tobacco, 
This year’ Chinese tobscco’.. was- again 
plunted, and also some reeds of Kentucky” 
tobacco, .
